To the above particulars from the pen of the 
eJegrinl and lively Kotzbue, tlie following de-, 
t lils, given by a late very accurate traveller, 
are sulqoined. !

The walls of the apartments arc equally, if 
not still more deserving attention. 'I'hey are 
p.imted, either in compartments, exhibiting some 
inylhologii al or bi-torical event, or simply co 
vcied over willi a light ground, adorned w ith a 
bolder and perhaps an elegant little vignette, m 
the centre or at equal distances. Hut lew of the 
historical paintings now exist in Paiiqieii: for

Anothei excavated portion of Pompeii, is like- 
wise par< of :i street, x, d, being perfectly iu a 
line with t.he one already described, is coiijectix 
red to be a continuation, or rather ihe exiieniity 
of the latter; in which case Pompeii must have 
been a city of considerable importance, ami its 
main street nearly a mile in length. The hoii- 
.sis here, as in the other instance, are distributed 
into shops and private dwellings, some of the lat- 
ter of which are distinguished by the rem.iius of 
former infeiiia) elegance, such as tesselaleil 
paiemciits, painted wallv, fcc.; most ot them 
have likewise ail interior cOurl, surrounded by 
ujiarlrnents. 

Mr. Tavlor, who is engaged in his researches 
al Pompeii, in a letter to his Irimd, Mr Kodier, 
dated Pompeii. Jvov. 16, says, ‘ In one of 

the rooms in these ballis, (speaking ofsoiue hot 
baths recently ihscoveied.) my allciitioii has 
been |)arlituiarly attracted by three seats made 
ol bronze, of a form entirely uiikiiown, ivnd in the 
liigliest stale of pre.-'crv atiou On one of them 
w.is placed the skeleton of a female, w hose arms 
and neck were covered willi jewels; in addition 
lo giiUl bracelets, the form of which was already 
known. 1 have taken oli the neck of the 
skeleton a neclacc, the workmanshiji yf vvbicli is 
absolutely miraculous. 1 assure you that our 
most skilful .Icwellcrs could make nothing more 
elegant, of of better taste. It has all the bealili- 
ful workmanship of the Moorish jewels which 1 
rxiiuiined at Greinul.i, and of the same de-igiis 
which are lo he found in the dresses of liie Rlooj 
ish women, and on the Jewesses ol Teiuan o:. 

I lie coast of Africa. 'Ihe bracelets form a sin- 
gle ring, and arc so perfectly resembling each 
other, that one would suppose them manufactu- 
red by the same artist. The principal hall of 
the baths is covered '.vitb bcatiful ornaments, aud 
the cornice is supported kv an iuliuitc number of 
small llgui es in atto relievo of a very original 
character.

' .R'liongst the nunierous accounts ot the rcsccnt 
celebration of the anniversary of our indcpeu 
deuce, the following cannot fail to attract notice. 
Tbe poor debtors confined in Worcester jail, 
Ma.s.«aciiusetts, celebrated the day in the foliow- 
ing manner as described in a Boston paper. 

Hy the kindness of the keeper the unfortunate 
tenants of the jail in Worcester, were permitted 
to .as.scmhle in the Debtor's room : vve cannot 
say to .celebrate their oa-n Freedom, hut the in- 
dependence of their fellow citizens. We are not 
informed whether they sat down to a •‘sumptu- 
ous entertainment,” whether their room wa« 
‘•tastefully ornamented'’ with p:iintmgs. por- 
traits, cvergreei s, itc. or whether the ‘‘(lowing 
glass” went nicirily round; but vve are a.— iired. 
that however long they may have been immured 
iu the close and dreary walls of the jail, or have 
been depiived of that for which their lathers 
(ought and bled, ami for wliicli tlieir brethren 
throughout the continent weie at that moment 
ofl'ering their trilule of praise and 'I’hanksgiv- 
ing, — they had lost none of the spirit of ’76. 
'I’he a tar of liberty v. as still standing firm in 
their hearts, though they were not pennitted lo 
niiiigle its incense with that of their brethren — 
the flame of patriotism was not extinguished in 
their hosoiiis. though unfortunately it was smoth- 
ered hy the damp walls of a dungeon. As proof 
of what wc have asserted, we give some of their 
sentimeats; — 

New Kngland — .\ land where “liberty abroad 
walks uiiconliiiCd,’, and the debts of the unfortu 
nalp — how easily paid! 

Lilierty — .Secured by holts and bars, we fear 
not tbe loss of it.

From the rJoanectirut Journal 
LIGH'PNiNt; RODS 

In the recently published number ofProfc-soi 
Sillimaii’s Journal of Science, (Vol. IX, No. 11 ) 
wc notice a valnabrc paper on lightning rods, hy 
Dr. J. Van Rensselaer of New York ; w liich it is 
hoped will be emiiientlv u.-eful in calling public 
attejilion to this irniioriaiit subject. Tlie papei 
commences with the Ibil'jwing remark. 

‘Wc bear so frequently of tbe destruction of 
lives ami pr perty by the elfect oflightuing, that 
It is siipprising more efl'ettual measures are not 
taken to guard against its power. Ip the country 
w here the di-covery was made, we should nat- 
urally expect lo find it in extensive use; and yei 
England ami France are both more zealous than 
the govermiient of the Cniled States in bringing 
to perfection the science of Franklin.” 

Al'ier referring to several aiilbors w ho have 
writtenon tins subject, and remarking briefly on 
Ihe proprieties of the electric fluid, Dr . 
proceeds to give t'irections tor the construction 
and arrangement of lightning rods. 

‘•It is proved by the experiments of. M.M. de Ro- 
mans ami Charles, that the higher the rod is ele- 
vated ill the air, other circumstances being equal, 
the more its etlicary will be increased, li i> 
announced that the most advantageous form for 
the extremity is tlmt of a very sharp cone. In (hi 
Country it is usual fo have ihrec points diver 
giiig — in Eiiro]>e on the couiiiieiit purticularly, 
only one is used, placed perpcmliculai ly. 

How far the sphere of action of the rod extend.' 
has not been accurately dciermmcd ; tnit it is 
kiiowiithal some buildings have been struck even 
when they had rods attached to tbeni. 'J'his 
however has always taken place al a distance 
from the. conductor.” 

‘A liglitiiiug-roil,’ continues Dr. V. ‘consi.stscf 
tw o jiarts, Ibe stein which jirojects above the roof 
into the air, uml tiie comiucior w hich descends 
from the stem lo the ground.'^ 

Following the French authors Dr. V. give- 
very precise rules for forming the extremity of 
llic sUm, for which the journal of Science inaj 
^be consulted; but we tniuk siirli exlrenie prccis- 
lion in this particular altogether unnecessarj 
;A rod of iron terminated eiilier by one or thi ef 
|sliarp points of the same metal, covered will; 
either silver or gold leal, to prevent rust and con- 
' consequent bluiitiicss, it is picsumed will aiiswci 
levery purpose. 

The following rules for the height of the rod 
deserve tne most c.aretui attention. 

‘It.i- allowed from experiment, that the stem 
of a lightning-rod efl'ectually defeniks a circle of 
which it is the centre, and whose railins is twice 
its ow n height. According lo this rule, a luiild 
ing sixty feet square requires only astern fifteen 
or eighteen, feet, raised in the centre of the roof. 
A building of one liumired and twenty feet, bv 
the same rule, would require a stem of thirty fee: 
and such is often used; but it is better, instead of 
one of tlmt length to hav p two of fifteen or eiirli 
U cn feet, one being erected 30 leet from the end 
of tbe building, the other at the same distvice 
from the other end, and coinsoquently sixty feet 
from each other. 'I'hc same rule should be fol- 
lowed for any larger or smaller buihliiig.” 

.According to this rule a very large proportion 
of the rods in tiiis country will not secure tbe 
buildings on which they are erected. M:inv 
bnildings'Joor .'^O feet in length have onlv a roil 
at one end, i i-ing not more than b or 8 feet above 
the building; and many biiildinirs, with two c.liim- 
iiies I o or 20 feet dist:int, have only a rod rising 
•1 or 6 feet above one chimney. It should be 
carefully borne in mind that such rods do not se 
'■lire tbe remote parts of a building.and that the 
trifling exjicnseof adding a few feet to the height 
of the rod ought not to lie placed in comj'etitioii 
with the hazard of lives and property, 'fo p>o- 
tret two chimnies ol equal height with one rod, 
the height of the iokI above the chimney on wliichi 
it is rai-ed should be equal to half the distance 
hetween Ihe two- chimnies — for example, two 
chimnie- 2U feet distant from each other, would 
be protected by a rod elevated 10 feet iibtrve one 
of tlic ehiiniiics. 'I'liis conclusion is readily 
drawn from the above rule, as given by Dr. A', 
and the same rule shows that, for the security of 
ahuilding, we can rarely depend upon a rod of 
ordmury height on a neighbouring building. 

Acciiicnts frequently happening from the de.s 
truction of tlie lower portion of the co ductorby 
rust, the following remarks are important. 

‘Iron in immediate contract wilti moist earth 
-onn becomes covered with rust, and in time is 
destroyed; to prevent thi«, the conductor should 
be placed iu a trough filled wilh charcoal, in the 
following manner. Hai iiig made a trench in the 
ground about two feet deep, a row of brick is 
laid on the bro.ad side, and covered bv anotiie'r 
row jilaced on the eilge; a stratum of charcoal is 
then sticwc'd over the liolloni of the Iq ir.ks, about

From fhienos Ayres. — 'A'e arc favored bv C.aj/t 
Alien, ot the ship Othello, with Bueno? .Avics 
paper- to runy 1 1th, from which vve have extract- 
ed the following interesting intelligence : 

Don Jnan .Antonia Lavalleja, Don Manuel O- 
ribc, and several other ollic ers of the Banda Ori- 
ental, left Ltuciius Ayres on the 2 1st April, and 
landeii on Ihe op[iosite shore the sa>nc night, 
with intent to raise the country against the llra- 
zilian government. Ahout two hundred men 
had by jirevious agreement with Lav ellcja, as 
stmhlecl at the Isla where he landed; but, fear 
ful of being disrove-cd by the Brazilians, they 
had di.sperscd before his arrival; ?o that instead 
of an armed auxiliary force- he found only two 
horses. He mounted (wo of his partv vvho pro- 
cured hor-es for the rest. 'I'liey immediately 
tiiscovered a party of about 40 men, of the corps 
Friilu? Riv iero, (Brazillians) vvho with about thir- 
ty others, vv ho had been pre-sed for soldiers, vv ere 
in .Aren.il Grande. Lavalleja presented him- 
self heTvire them; they joined and followed him. 
Having augmented his party by this addition, 
and hy a nuiriher of the inhabitant? vvho joined 
him. he tuuiid himself in Ihe commaii'l of ahout 
.300 men well armed. With these he entered 
Soriano and .Mercedes or Capilht Nova; and h;iv- 
ing re-organized the government, he marcheti 
to the Uiucon de las Gallinas — and destroyed a- 
bout 200 men who guarded it. 'I'he militia of 
this part and even many I'ortiigiiese joined him, 
and he here found plenty of horses ami provis 
ion.s. Rcpas.sing the river Negro, he marciied 
towards tlie I'criiido — hy stratagem he got pos- 
session ol the person of Frutns Rivero, the Bra- 
zilian military commander of the country, with 
his escort, vvho except the officers all joined the 
party ol Ltivelleja. Frutiis Rivero himself after- 
wards joined the Revolutionary cause and pub- 
licly burnt his Imperial uniform in the streets of 
Santa I.ucia, and hail sent a sunmions to the 
commander of Montevideo to surrender that 
place. 

t rom various paragraphs iu the Buenos Ayre.s 
papers, it apjiears tha' the insurrection is veiy 
general; that the Orientals were in force in the 
neighborhood cl Montevideo, where the govern- 
ment and inhahitants were in the greatest con- 
sternation. .A corps of the garrison composed

SHOCKING MURDER.

Wells then employed 
two men to go after Wiggs, who soon overtook him At, 
brought him back, hut found on him neither money 
nor pocket book. It was near dark when they de- 
livered Wiggs to Wells, who with Stokes put him 
on board a skift, about dark, hound hand and foot, 
and rowed him out into the river, where after beat- 
ing him immercifiillv- they rut o(T hotli his ears 
stabbed him in the breast and tben threw him into 
the river. Four days afierwards his body was 
found, bound as above mentioned; Stokes was im- 
mediately apprehended an ' committed, but wells 
oia.Ie his escape: and we understand the Grand jury 
at Princelown have found a true bill against Stokes 
for Murder.

The hitter |.artof the rxorcises of Wednesday 
consisted in reading compositions, which, consid- 
ering tlie wgeoftliAi w riters, were very good; in 
ja thorough examination on aritlinietic by the iii- 
teliigent inslrector of that brancli, and in a close 
itiqiiiiy into the origin of Logic, its iiriiici|des 
and llieir use. The audieiiie was occasioiialli 
recreated by music. Tlic' performance of one of 
the youngest inemhersol the school on the piano 
ami w ith *he voice surprised and delighted all 
who witnessed it. There were exhibited also 
other specimens of musical talent equally credit- 
a! le to the performers and to tlieir very 
worthy ami highly useful preceptress. No pains 
ajipeared to liave been spaiod and the vt rv 
young lady already alluded to seemed to re-a<l 
music w ith the*, same facility that she w ould the 
sinqdevt talc. 

On Tliursday the Senior Class w, as examined, 
f rst on .Astronomy with which they were well 
acquainted. The promptness and ease with 
which answers were given and computatioii.s 
made did ample credit to the niathematicHl 
teacher. 'I'he ^incipal knew well how to in 
struct his pupils^ the application of the nia-fhe 
inaticstliev liad learned; and the pupils showed 
that lliey had been taught mathematics not only 
as the basis of all the phisical sciences, indeed of 
all science which is of really substautial use, but 
also as the meaii.s of the closest and most scrupu- 
lously logical reasoning. As a rigid intellectual 
exercise mathematics are highly valuable, and 
have a powerful influence m siengtiieningtlie 
mind. Wc often see widows and those in pupil- 
age imposed on by the avaricious and uiiprinci 
pled, and ifby understanding the incasnriiig of 
l.mds or the calculation of accounts they could 
defend ihcir own rights, it would be surely a de- 
sirable object. We may never expert to see a 
feuialc commanding in an F.ast-lndi.a voyage, or 
superintending tlie erection of a battery to stive 
our country: but is that any reason why females 
should not learn (host principles by which pro- 
perly is obtained and secured, by which their 
minds are expanded by following and measuring 
the mariner’s track to remotest regions, and by 
which they are taught to read that alphabet 
by which the Deity has written hit own history iii 
the heavens.^ When we remember that the abu- 
sed knowledge of astronomy has from the first a-j 
ges tended to enthral the human mind, that by 
being able (o calculate an eclipse or the retiiniofi 
a comet indicated to the ignorant something be-! 
yond human power, the crafty use of which, 
knowledge pretended to be received from above | 
struck the vulgar with amazement, and deb.-vsingl 
them to idolize imjioslors made them willingly j 
bow their necks to the yoke; when we consider 
that the monster superstition has its origin in the 
tears cau.scd by natural pheiiumona, and that 
Ihcsehavein every age been exaggerated by 
the insidious hunters after power ir. order to at- 
tain the objects of their ambition by walking a- 
cross the prostrate necks of the .awestruck multi- 
tude, when wc conskler all this, and that astron- 
omy removing the curtain enabled men to see 
things as they are, and lay aside their fears, and 
walk forth in the dignity ul their natiirc to view 
w ith adulation wlial they befor shrunk from, 
we cannot help congratulating ourselves on eve-| 
ry institution intended to enlighten and free our 
race We no longer sec those who know more 
than their neighbours cast into dungeons and 
chains and in some instances put to death, fur 
science has raised her head and abashed supe.i- 
stition, the fierce parent of infuriate persecutiox 
has shrunk back into the dark caverns whence 
she came. 'I’his superstition comnienres in 
childhooil and advancing gradually from the 
nursery it spreads its baneful influence until the 
adult quaking before a bulrush which he sees a- 
gitated by moonlight becomes an intolerable bur- 
den to himself and an easy prey to any designing 
demagogue in church or stale Astronoiny lead- 
ing the iienighted w anderer by the hand con- 
ducts him up to the ow cr oflJelus from which he 
can look into Heaven, and there with her ilia 
mond wand explaining and pointing out the bright 
gloriek that aUorn the universe, she teaclies him 
to adore Viat Power who jpoke the--, into being, 
and liaile them run their ele.nial rounds. Therel 
he hears ‘ces paroles enchaiilees qui toul-a-coup 
dans le profoiid silence de la niiit uriclciil au 
milieu dc I’Olympe la tune et les etoiles, caliiieut 
la mer irritee, font tane les vents e.t les (lots, et 
suspendent Ic couis des fleuves rapidcs.”

Georgia, Troup, amt the Imliaus . — It is recol- 
lected that the Creek Indians are divided on the 
subject of the late treaty, by which lliat tribe 
ceded to the 1 niie.d States a large tract of coun- 
try The treaty was made by .McIntosh and his 
friends w ithout the consent of a ninjoi ity of the 
nation, and for which he w;tf put to death, the 
majority contending tiiat the treaty of cession 
was fiuuduleatly effected. The party opposed 
to the treaty are unwilling to carry it into execu- 
tion. This conduct on the part of the Indians 
has excited the jealoiisv of the state of Georgia. 
The Legi'ilaliire of that state, at a late extra 
session, accused Mr. Crow ell, the .Agent, of fo- 
menting dissatisfaction among the Indiaivs, and 
of exciting the hostile party to destroy McIntosh 
and to oppose the treaty. 

For the purpose of keeping peace and admin- 
istering ju.stice; we suppose, the president dele- 
gated Mr. Andrew-slo go into the nation for the 
purjiose of investigating the facts, and clothed 
liim w ith special powers to suspend the agent 
jfi-oni oflice if he found it necessary. A longcor- 
j respondence has taken place helween Mr. An- 
idrews and Gov. Troup upon the subject of An- 
!(lrew's mission. Governor Troup di.splays much 
|iiiteinperanrc towards the Agent, and Hiaiiifests, 

I we think, a disposition to have Crow ell removed 
at every event. .Audicws, however, acting more 
discreetly, entered formally into the investiga- 
tion, and after collecting the testimony acquitted 
the Agent and exculpated him from the charges 
imputed and alledged by tlie Legislature and 
Gov. Troup. 

Governor Troup finding .Andrews iiifle.xible, 
and disposed to pui-sne an independent course, 
informed the Secretary of War that he would no 
longer hold any correspoiide ce with Mr. An- 
drews. .And thus, so far, terminated the elToris 
of Gov. Troup to jirocure the expulsion of Crow- 
ell, the Agent, from his olfice. * 

'I'-he last Southern Recorder informs us that 
Gen; Gaines has failed in his attempt to reconcile 
the two parties of Indian.’, but obtained assurances 
that no hostilities would be committed either up- 
on one another or w ith the whites. W hatever 
may be the justice of the Georgia claims to the 
terntorv obtained by the last treaty, we can but 
consider that gai'ernmcnt as having acted a most 
extravagant part towards the q'overninent of the 
Liiited States and the Indians. If the treaty was

FURTHER PARTICULARS FRO.M HAYTI. 

Litr.vct or .V Letter. 

I'url nu 1‘rincc, July 11. 

“We embrace this opimrliiiiity via -New York, 
lo iiiforiii you ofthe arrival here on the 3d inst of a 
French fngate.a hng and a scluKiner, part of a 
squadron, consisting of two ships of the line, each 
huariiig the flag of a Rear Adiuirul, eight friguiee, 
two lings and a schooner. Iniinedialely after au- 
choriiig. the Commander of the frigaie (a Baron 
.Mackaii) siguitied to his Excellency tlie President, 
his being tbe bearer of a commission fruin bis most 
Clinstiaii Majesty diaries X.to treat vvitli this Go- 
vei'oineiit respecting the recognition of its inde- 
(lendeiicc. 

“Oil tlie evening ofthe 7lli, the preliminaries 
were agreed to, ami next morning the brig was dos 
patched to announce lu tlie squadron tbe amicable 
termination of tlie Commission. 

“Tbe vvliole sqiiadroo came to anchor olfthis 
port on tbe 9tli iiisl and Ibis morning tbe Ordonanco 
of Independence was fcrinally landed ami conduct- ' 
ed ill procession lo tiie Senate. 'I’be folloffing ar- 
articles were accepted by the Senators and after- 
wards sanctioned by liis Excellency the President. 

‘ 'I'he ports of the freoch part of the IsiamI of St. 
Domingo lu bu opened to tlie flags of all nations. 
(The Spanish part is not included in the act of In- 
dependence.) Only half the amount of import and 
exportduties paid by other nations to he let ied on 
French ships, merchandise, and produce. 

“One hiiml red and fifty million of fraiies to be 
given to the French Colooists, as an i.-idtiimifica- 
tion, payable bj instalments within five years, the 
first payment on 3lsC of December, IB-’.v. 

“ Ilis stated thata written pledge I*, given on fhe-

I’be sum ofeigh.t ItioiisamJ 
dollars is appropriated hy the Ircalics to tliese in- 
(Iciiiiiilies. '1 hese Indians arc also to pay for all 
fiiliire injuries of the same kind, tlie amount of 
which is tube annually stopped out of Ibeir aniiiii- 
lies, on inaUiiig proul lo Ibe agents ot ibe value ot, 
the property taken, 't'lie coiinti y vvesl of Missouri ; 
and Ark-ansasis appropriated lo Ibe use ol tbe Kan-1 
zas and Osages, and of Ibo oilier Indians now with-| 
in the limitsof this Slate, none of whom are to set-- 
tle vviibiii twenty leagues of our hoiiiidary. Tluis| 
tlicse iinporlaiil treaties liave been concluded, by j 
virliie of which the hcaiiliful tract of country onj 
the vv estern border of Hus State, vvill bo laid open 
to the seillenient of tlie white people, and the 
whole state is to be freed from the nuisance of an 
Indian population. Many of oiir frontier citizens 
and adventurers lo Mexico will be indemnified for 
their losses, and the obligation to |iay for thefts and 
robberies out of their annuities, will operate as a 
security against future depredations, and will make 
the whole nation resjvonsible for the good behavior 
of each individual. The slijiiilations to prevent all 
Indians from settling within sixty miles of oiir 
boundary, is one of the wisest ever put into a trea- 
ty. It vvill be advantageous to both Indians and 
white people, for it will leave a clear space be- 
tween them, wide enough to prevent encroach- 
ments on each other’s teriitory and allow room for 
slock to range without getting upon Indians land, 
and giving the Indians a pretext, for killing amt 
stealing il. dpim the whole, lliese are two of the 
most advantageous Ircalies ever made for Missouri, 
and must have the etr?ct ofgiving traiiqiiility lo tier 
frontiers, securing it .against future inlerniption 
from Indians, bringing a beautiful part ofthe coun- 
try into cultivation, greatly increasing the steam 
of emigration tooiir Western border, and giving it 
a dense and powerful population which will forev- 
er place it beyond the dread of Indian wars.”
